Trade.—The Oversea imports during September were valued at £1,986,165, 
and show a decrease of £1,068,685, or nearly 35 per cent., as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year. The total for three months, 
July to September, 1917, was £5,589,278, a decrease of £3,591,680, or 
over 39 per cent. in comparison with the corresponding period in 1916, 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding the value of the imports from State ports, 
the articles imported at the port of Sydney in September were valued 
at £2,322,225. The following is a summary of the imports during

Public Finanees.—The Public Accounts for September show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,244,592 or £234,680 less than in 
September of last year, a decrease of 15-9 per cent. During the three 
months ended 30th September, the revenue was £3,855,640, being 
£507,802, or 11:6 per cent. less than in the corresponding period of the 
last financial year.

Banks.—The banking averages for the quarter ended 30th September 
indicate a sound position. Compared with the corresponding period of 
last year, there was a decrease of £3,067,934 in current accounts, and in 
deposits as a whole (which include Commonwealth Savings Bank deposits 
amounting to £3,892,943) of £1,199,211, the. deposits bearing interest 

- indicating an increase of £1,868,723. The reserves of coin and bullion 
decreased during the year by £173,437 and increased by £497,498 
during the quarter. Advances increased by £1,959,971 during the 
quarter, and during the year by £5,672,780. The proportion of cash, 
bullion, and notes to total liabilities now stands at 27-9 per cent. 
Included in the cash held is an amount of £10,781,937 new Australian 
notes, as against £13,983,869 for September of the previous year. 


Savings Banks.—The latest returns show that at the 30th June, 1917, there 
were 872,351 depositors, having £40,836,747 on deposit. This shows 
an increase of £3,473,475 in deposits during the year. The average 
amount on deposit was nearly £47 per depositor and £22 per inhabitant. 


Railways.—The report on Railways for the quarter ended 30th September 
shows that, compared with the corresponding quarter of last year, the 
earnings decreased by £377,229, and the working expenses by £233,060, 
the net result being a decrease in earnings of £144,169, entirely owing 
to the effects of the industrial strife. Relatively the earnings increased 
by 3s. 1}d., and the expenditure by 2s. 63d. per train mile. 


The total earnings for all lines of Tramways during the quarter 
amounted to £346,539, and the working expenses to £314,030, leaving 
a surplus of £32,509, There was a decrease of over 23 million passen- 
gers carried, in comparison with the figures of the third quarter of the 
previous year, owing to the tram strike, 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during September was 4,874 oz. crude, 
equal to 4,670 oz. fine, valued at £19,836, and showed a decrease of 
2,788 oz. fine, and £11,845 in value, compared with September of last 
year. The value of gold produced during the nine months was £254,097, 
and showed a decrease of 7,286 oz. fine, and £30,954 in value, in the 
figures for the corresponding period of 1916. 


Gost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 52, as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries), it 
appears that in September, 1917, prices were 41-0 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914, 7-2 per cent. higher than in September, 1916, and 2:1 per 
cent. higher than in the preceding month, August, 1917. 
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Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
September, 1917, 93-4 per cent. higher than in July, 1914, 16-4 per cent. 
higher than in September, 1916, and 5-9 per cent. higher than in August, 
1917. Meat prices again showed a decided advance, owing to the 
continuation of the strike, and were almost double those ruling immedi- 
ately prior to the outbreak of war. Potatoes, onions, bacon and ham, 
advanced slightly in price, and butter, eggs and starch, eased a little.

Land Selections.—During September, 74 applications were made for 31,883 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; and 43,553 acres, representing 
168 blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of applications has been 820, and the area applied for 402,936 
acres, The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
1st January is 654,906 acres, representing 1,380 blocks. 


Meteorology.—In the first week of the month rather acute dryness, due to 
the predominance of westerly winds, was experienced in all parts. of 
New South Wales, except in the southern highlands, but during the 
remaining period the weather conditions were characterised by the 
frequency of monsoonal storms which occurred over the State, and 
resulted, generally, in substantial rains, exceeding the average. A few 
isolated places, viz., portions of the extreme South Coast, parts of the 
Central Western Slopes, and North Coast, and at a few scattered 
stations, were an exception, but the shortages were slight. Many heavy 
falls were registered at various centres, ranging from 7 to over 10 inches, 
and in some instances, the aggregate totals were equal to two or even 
three months’ average. At Sydney 542 points were recorded, or 
23 inches above the general average. In the third week a violent storm, 
of gale force, accompanied by heavy rain, visited the Coastal area, and 
was the means of causing considerable damage, especially in the Metro- 
polis. The temperature during the first three weeks was extremely 
varied, being marked by frequent cold spells, which eventually changed 
to advanced Spring weather conditions, . 
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Vital Statisties— Sydney and Suburbs— September, 1917.—The births: 
registered numbered 1,645, equal to 25°82 per 1,000 of population ; of the 
total, 838 were males and 807 females. The rate is 8 per cent. below 
the average of the previous five years. 


The deaths numbered 573, namely, 326 males and 247 females, equal 
to a rate of 8-99 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is very 
satisfactory, being 21 per cent. below the average of the previous five 
years. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups. 

The infantile mortality was 49:2 per 1,000 births, being 25 per cent. 
below the average for the previous five years, and with the exception 
for the month of October in the years 1911 and 1914, is the lowest 
recorded for ten years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
September, 306 new buildings, as compared with 386 in September, 


1916. 


The total for the nine months, January to September, was 3,829 as 
compared with 4,189 during the corresponding period of 1916.

Owing to the recent industrial trouble, the collection of particulars relating to the area sown with 
Wheat during the eurrent season has been delayed considerably. The returns from a number of 
important wheat-growing districts are still outstanding, but sufficient information has been received to 
enable a fairly reliable estimate to be made of the area sown. 


Owing to the very dry autumn, ploughing operations were hampered considerably, and it was 
anticipated early in the year that the Wheat area would be less by 20 per cent. than the area sown last 
season. ‘The compilation shows, however, that the decrease, although considerable, is not so large as 
expected, as it amounts to 697,692 acres, or about 15} per cent., ranging from 10 per cent. in the Riverina 
to 35 per cent. in parts of the Tableland.

4.6 NEW SOUTH WALES 


As in the three preceding years, the results in the foregoing table depend upon returns vouched 
and furnished by the farmers. There were a few exceptions, namely, in those districts were the collection 
has been delayed on account of the withdrawal of Police Officers for special duty in the metropolis in 
connection with the recent strike—in those cases estimates were made based upon the conditions in 


adjoining districts from which returns had been received, 


It appears that the area sown is 697,692 acres less than in the previous season. Decreases occur 
in each Division except the far Western Plains, where a slightly larger area has been cropped for hay- 
Taking the six principal divisions comprising the Wheat Belt, the decreases range from about 10 per cent. 
in Riverina to 26 per cent. on the North Western Slope; and they are attributed to a variety of causes 
Among the principal reasons advanced is the labour shortage, as regards both the putting-in and the 
taking-off ofthe crop. Wet weather delayed harvesting operations in connection with the 1916-17 crop 
in a number of districts, and farmers were unable to commence ploughing as early as usual. Owing to 
the dry weather during the autumn, the ground became too hard for ploughing, and, in a number of 
districts, after the land had been sown, the seed was eaten by mice, and large areas had to be re-sown, 
sometimes more than once. In a number of districts there has been a scarcity of labour for farming 
operations generally, and as wages have advanced considerably, farmers hesitated to crop a larger area 
than could be harvested comfortably by themselves. The unsettled state of the Wheat market and the 
difficulty in disposing of the crop on account of the war, have again contributed materially to the 
reduction, whilst in other instances the comparatively higher prices ruling for sheep and wool have 
induced many farmers temporarily to abandon wheat-growing for sheep. On the basis of the returns 
received, it appears that the area for Hay will be about 455,670 acres, or nearly 12 per cent. of the total 
area sown with Wheat. 

Tt is estimated that 3,356,830 acres will be reserved for grain, and although this area is below the 
grain area of each of the two previous seasons, it is over 151,000 acres in excess of the area harvested for 
grain in 1913-14, when 38,000,900 bushels were garnered. 

The Wheat Crops, generally, suffered from the absence of moisture in the early stages, and up 
to the last rainfall gave little indication of yielding a payable crop. The September rainfall, however, 


made a very great difference in the crops, and there is now every prospect of a fair average yield.
